Activists take AIM at 
toothpaste torturers 


World Day for Lab 
Animals was marked in 
Wellington by a group of 
activists who replaced the 
contents of several tubes 
of toothpaste with tomato 
sauce and put them on 
the shelves of local super¬ 
markets. 

A tube of AIM tooth¬ 
paste and a note were 
delivered to the Evening 
Post newspaper. Several 
sauce filled tubes were 
found on supermarket 


shelves. As a result of the 
contamination Lever 
Rexona were forced to 
defend their disgusting 
animal tests on national 
television. 

They have decided to 
introduce tamper proof 
packaging to discourage 
future attempts to con¬ 
taminate its products. 
We think that if Lever 
Rexona and othervivisec- 
tor owned companies 
want to avoid future har¬ 


assment they should 
stop murdering and tortur¬ 
ing animals. If you would 
like to phone Lever 
Rexona on their toll free 
number, phone them on 
0800-108-806. Remem¬ 
ber, the longer you talk, 
the more they pay! 

We have received a 
copy of the statement 
sent to the media after 
the contamination.

Hunting the duck hunters 


A group of Wellington 
activists have organised a 
couple of hunt sabotage 
expeditions to Lake 
Wairarapa. The first trip 
was on May 27. Sixteen 
people went out to con¬ 
front the duck shooters. 
The idea was to stand in 
front of the hides so the 
ducks wouldn't come 
close enough to get shot, 
and if possible get to any 
injured ducks before the 
hunters did. The hunters 
were hard to find but six 
had their shooting ruined 
by the presence of the 
activists and packed up 
and left angrily. 


"We only saw two 
dead ducks and they 
didn't get any while we 
were there. On the way 
home we spotted a lone 
hunter by the lakeside, he 
was just putting on his 
camoflaged face paint as 
we got out of the car. We 
told him that he wasn't 
going to kill any ducks 
that day. We stood 
around talking to him for 
about twD hours until he 
finally gave up and went 
home." 

On June 4th only four 
people went out. About 
fifteen shooters cars were 


parked by the lake. One 
duck shooter threatened 
to thump an activist and 
then shot two pukekos 
and left them to die as 
other activists ap¬ 
proached. 

The activists now have 
some experience of hunt 
sabotage and are plan¬ 
ning more sustained ac¬ 
tion next hunting season.

More McDeath protests .. 
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Anti McDonald's pro¬ 
tests have been increas¬ 
ing as the first anniversary 
of the London High Court 
McLibel trial (June 27) ap¬ 
proaches. A thousand 
leaflets were handed out 
in Wellington on June 9 
and 10. A protest was 
held at Manners Mall 
McDonalds on the 11th 
during which a McStaff 
member hit a protester in 


the face with a bag of 
McRubbish. Later that 
day several protesters 
leafleted inside Lambton 
Quay McDeath until they 
were thrown out. Then 
they collected lots of 
McDonald's rubbish from 
the street and put it onto 
the escalator going up 
into the McDonald's. 

In Christchurch sev¬ 
eral protests have been 


held in June and lots of 
anti-McDonalds posters 
have appeared. Auckland 
activists have handed out 
lots of leaflets and pro¬ 
tested outside McJunk 
food outlets. 

The McLibel Support 
Campaign is coordinating 
a w'eek of actions start¬ 
ing Saturday 24 to com¬ 
memorate the McLibel 
anniversary 


Billboards 

Roadside billboards 
usually advertise beer 
and boring radio stations, 
but can be used to get an 
animal rights message 
out to lots of people. Re¬ 
cently two billboards on 
the Lower Hutt motorway 
were left unused by their 
owners so some very nice 
people pasted up some 
big letters reading "BOY¬ 
COTT GILLETTE" and 
"ANIMAL TORTURERS". 
Its easy, find a big roll of 
newsprint paper, paint 
your message on to it. 
Then find a billboard that 
isn’t being used, and 
paste the paper on. All 
you need is paste, paint 
and a ladder.

Hunting Shops 

Auckland activists 
marked the beginning and 
the end of the duck shoot¬ 
ing season with protests 
outside a hunting shop. 
As far as we know this 
was the only action 
against hunting shops 
this year. 

These shops are big 
promoters of hunting as 
they get a lot of income 
from the hunting season. 
We can cause a lot of 
damage to the duck 
shooters by disrupting 
the business of these 
shops. If we combine 
these pickets and other 
actions against hunting 
shops, with the sort of 
direct hunt sabotage that 
Wellington activists have 
started, then next season 
we can have a big etfect 
on this cruel "sport". 


Anti, .Fur Day 

An anti fur protest 
was held outside a 
Dunedin Furriers on May 
31 (Anti Fur Day). Fifteen 
people had a silent vigil 
and also handed out leaf¬ 
lets to people. A protest 
was also held in Auck¬ 
land. Members of the 
Dunedin Animal Rights 
Movement helped organ¬ 
ise the day.

McLibel 
trial news 


The McLibel trial is 
going very badly for 
McDonald's. Since the 
trial started their wit¬ 
nesses have been forced 
to admit that many of the 
damaging claims made in 
the original leaflet that is 
the subject of the trial, are 
true. McDonald's have 
admitted that they were 
responsible for importing 
beef from cattle raised on 
ex rainforest land. Their 
lawyer says the company 
has no objection to the 
use of the word "junkfood" 
to describe what 
McDonald’s sells, and 
their own expert on can¬ 
cer Dr Sydney Arnott 
agreed with.the suppos¬ 
edly libellous statement 
"a diet high in fat, sugar, 
animal products and salt 
and lowin fibre, vitamins 
and minerals is linked 
with cancer of the breast 
and bowel and heart dis¬ 
ease"

A front page story in 
English newspaper The 
Independent claimed 
McDonald's may be 
thinking of dropping the 
libel case as it has re¬ 
sulted in too much bad 
publicity. At McDonald's 
AGM in the United 
States, shareholders 
loudly demanded that the 
case be dropped as 
McDonald's were losing. 

And McDonald’s re¬ 
cently abandoned plans 
to film their latest advert 
in a London park when 
protesters appeared in 
the middle of filming. 

At present the court is 
hearing witnesses about 
the working conditions at 
McDonald's. Dozens of 
ex-McWorkers are to give 
evidence against their 
former bosses. 







Milk is Murder too 



The truck in this pic¬ 
ture belongs to a dairy 
company in England. In 
a coordinated attack on 
two milk depots, 29 tank¬ 
ers wore destroyed by fire 
on the 30th of May. 

Nearly five million dol¬ 
lars of damage was done 
in the attack. The attack 
highlighted the links be¬ 
tween the dairy industry 


and the veal calf exports 
that have been in the 
news in the UK recently. 
No one has claimed re¬ 
sponsibility but the at¬ 
tack was probably carried 
out by the Animal Libera¬ 
tion Front. 

On Sunday 11th of 
June the ALF struck 
again. $100,000 dollars of 
damage was caused to 


trucks and a building be¬ 
longing to a meat whole¬ 
salers in Gloucester, Eng¬ 
land. Twenty inciendary 
devices were used in the 
attack. Two people have 
since been arrested in 
connection with this and 
are in prison awaiting trial. 
Their addresses are listed 
belowif you would like to 
write to them.

Activists take AIM at toothpaste torture 

In recognition of World Day for Laboratory 
Animals today Monday 24th April, animal 
liberationists have tampered with AIM toothpaste 
for sale in Wellington supermarkets, replacing 
the toothpaste with tomato sauce. 

This harmless red sauce symbolises the blood 
of the many innocent laboratory animals tortured 
and murdered by the manufacturers of AIM tooth¬ 
paste, Lever Rexona Ltd, who along with other 
companies such as Gillette continue the barbaric 
and pointless practice of testing their products 
on animals. These experiments have no scien¬ 
tific validity, due to the differences between hu¬ 
mans and animals. 

A note was also included in the toothpaste 
packets explaining the action and alerting the 
consumer to the fact that the manufacturers of 
the product they had purchased use violence as 
a main ingredient - something which they fail to 
mention in their advertising. 

We hope this act will highlight the choice all 
New Zealanders have to either support the tor¬ 
turers or to support cruelty free manufacturers. 
This act has been taken following the failure of 
countless letters, petitions, and marches against 
the cruelty going on in New Zealand’s laborato¬ 
ries and the selling of animal tested products in 
New Zealand.

The protest appeared to be.- 5 
confined to Wellington and the 
only tubes affected were Aim 
toothpaste, made by . Petone 
company Lever Rexona. 

The company’s technical dir¬ 
ector Murray Papps said all re¬ 
tailers in Wellington had been 
told today to check their stock. 
Only one contaminated tube had ‘ t 
been found. 

He would not say where the 
tube was found. 

Mr Papps said there was no 
health risk involved and the 
contaminated tubes were easy 
to spot. 

He said Lever Rexona had 
been targeted because its par¬ 
ent company, UniLever, still did 
“limited" testing , on animals in 
Britain. 

“But I must stress, a number 
of governments require animal 
testing be done on products." 

A tube of Aim toothpaste 
was found in a box at the Willis 
Stfect entrance to Press House 
by a security guard about 
10.20pm yesterday. 

The guard called police, who 
were continuing inquiries today. 

Mr Macrae said the tube 
would be examined today but 
was confident there was no dan¬ 
ger to consumers. 

“It’s about as responsible as 
they could be doing that sort of 
thing," Mr Macrae said of the 
protest.

An animal rights 
group has spiked an un¬ 
known number of tooth¬ 
paste tubes with tomato 
sauce to highlight their 
campaign against lab¬ 
oratory tests on animals. 

Police Detective Se¬ 
nior Sergeant Hugh Mac¬ 
rae played down the pro¬ 
test, describing it today 
as small and token. 

Mr Macrae said a 
note left with the spiked 
toothpaste was “non- 
threatening and not 
alarming” and police 
would not ask for a re¬ 
call of the toothpaste. 

It was not known who 
was behind the protest, 
but the note said the ac¬ 
tion was in recognition 
of world day for labora¬ 
tory animals. 

The note said the to¬ 
mato sauce symbolised 
"the blood of the many 
innocent laboratory ani¬ 
mals tortured and mur¬ 
dered by the manufac¬ 
turers of Aim tooth¬ 
paste”.

Accord¬ 
ing to a statement sent to 
us the activists were in¬ 
terrupted by someone in 
the building. 

"He poked his head out 
the window and said 'Ol!' 
just like the bloke on the 
energiserad. Hearing this 
we safely ran away very 
quickly. Ha Ha Ha"

An animal rights group 
is being investigated by 
police after complaints it 
has harassed and threat¬ 
ened retailers and central 
city businesses. 

Trie Animal Liberation 
Front has spray-painted 
'ALF' on Syaennam shop 
windows. 

Inner city shops and 
businesses advertising a 
circus were targeted by 
the group. 


March 

Anti Circus slogans 
painted on roads and foot¬ 
paths around Hagley Park 
when Ratcliffes circus 
was in the park. 

April 

Animal Liberation 
Front paints anti meat 
slogans on two butcher 
shops in Colombo St and 
redecorates Sydenham 
KFC wth red painted mes¬ 
sages. 



Animal Liberation 
Front activists return to a 
Colombo St butcher and 
Sydenham KFC with 
more paint! “Smash Fac¬ 
tory Farming” painted 

A week later more 
ALF activists put 
superglue into locks at 
(you guessed it) 
Sydenham KFC and 
paint slogans all over it, 
the same night a meat 
wholesaler in Sydenham 
gets glue in the locks and 
grafitti all over it, includ¬ 
ing “MEAT IS MURDER” 
in six foot letters along 
one wall.This was not 
cleaned off for several 
days. A Colombo St 
butcher gets repainted 
with slogans again. 

Activists remove the 
Ratcliffe Circus banner 
from outside a perform¬ 
ance site in Belfast 


A week later, 
Ratcliffes circus was ir 
Bromley Park 

Christchurch when an 
ALF group painted the 
words “LET ME OUT” o* 
the Elephants trailer! Eye¬ 
witnesses report that the 
grafitti wasn’t noticed by 
circus staff until the next 
afternoon when, as the 
showwas about to begin, 
and several families were 
gathered around the el¬ 
ephant trailer, the owner 
came running out 
screaming “I’ll fucking kill 
the bastards”. 

On the same night 
the activists painted slo¬ 
gans on Riccarton 
McDonald’s and de¬ 
stroyed two large adver¬ 
tising banners outside 
the McMurder branch. 

Butcher shop in 
Stanmore Road spray 
painted. 


Threats of wilful damage 

Shopkeepers are being harassed by a group call¬ 
ing themselves the Animal Liberation Front (ALF). 
In the last few months this group has spray painted 
"ALF'' on several Sydenham shop windows and 
put stickers on store front saying "Dead animals 
inside, don't eat here." 

Shops in the inner city advertising a circus event 
have been targeted recently. Notes are being put 
under the doors saying "Remove the posters from 
your window or we wul remove your windows." 

The note also says ALF is a network of small 
groups who take direct action against animal 
abusers.Police are seeking information as to the 
identity of members.
